Note . — In preparing the Returns given in the Parliamentary Paper (No. 239) of 
2nd March 1871, it was presumed that the information required was merely with regard 
to Offences created hy the Peace Preservation (Ireland) Act, 1870, and, consequently, 
Orders made in respect of the Offences of unlawfully carrying or having Arms contrary 
to the Crime and Outrage Act of 1847 were not given ; as, however, the present Order 
seems to suggest that information is now required with respect to proceedings under all 
the Peace Preservation Acts, and not merely the Act of 1870, the Return has been 
prepared accordingly. 

In order to enable a comparison to be made with the former Parliamentary Paper, the
